INTERVIEWED 


“When the 1040 Olymples form, 
the Chinese team will be there.” 

This statement was made by Dr. C, 
T; Wang on bonrd the s.s.

The 
truth js absolutely the reverse; Chinn 
had been training the athletes which 
she sent over and will continue to do 
so, The mediocre showing which the 
Chinese delegates, made is entirely 
duc to the fact that"*—he paused— 
“our best is not good enough. When 
we went over we knew that our re- 
cords stood very low and were pre- 
pared for what was going to happen. 

“This participation in the Berlin 
Olymples is not our first. We actual- 
ly sent one man to repissent China 
in the 1932 Olympics in Los Angeles, 
but our present delegation of 6D 
members'is a decided step forward.
